Washington, June 12.—The CallWf- 


nia committee whioli is to enlist tft« 
aid of th« national government toward 
the rehabilitation of San Francisco ar- 
rived here. It is compoead of Judg« 
W. W. Morrow, Thomas Magee, F. J. 
Lane, Dr. Edward Devine of the R*d 
Cross, W. J. Bartnett and F. H. WllllB. 
The city of San Francisco has $14,- 
000,000 unissued 3% per cent bond*. 
It is proposed by the committee that 
they be made receivable for national 
bank deposits by the general govern- 
ment, in which case they can be sold 
by the city at par. The money realized 
from the sale of the bonds will, Judge 
Morrow said, be used in the construc- 
tion of municipal buildings, school- 
houses, jails and other nece«sary 
buildings. The other proposition which, 
will require the action of congress i» 
the loan of $10,000,000 to the National 
Red Cross society for use in loaning 
to those persons whose homes have 
been destroyed for the purpose of r».

CONDITION OF WHEAT 


Washington, June 12.—The crop re- 


porting board of the bureau of statis- 
tics of the department of agriculture 
finds from the reports of the corre- 
spondents and agents of the bureau 
as follows: Preliminary returns on the 
acreage of spring wheat sown indi- 
cate an area of about 17,98^,000 acres, 
an increase of 38,000 acres, or 2 per 
cent, as compared with the estimate of 
the acreage sown last year.

1 was 93, as compared with 94 at the 
corresponding date last year, 93 on 
June 1, 1904, and a 10-year average ot 
94. The average condition of winter

House Committee on Agriculture Dis- 


cusses the Beveridge Meat Inspec- 
tion Proposition -— Senator LaFol- 
lette'a Attack Proves Futile—Rate 
Bill In the House. 


Washington, June 12.—The Carter 


compromise on the statehood bill was 
agreed upon by Republican leaders 01 
the senate and house. 
Nothing now 


stands in the way of the admission of 
Oklahoma and Indian Territory as a 
state and a choice by Arizona and 
New Mexico as to whether they desire 
to come in as another state. It is ex- 
pected that the pending conference re- 
port will be recommitted or withdrawn 
when it comes up and an amended ic- 
port returned to both houses embody- 
ing the compromise. In this way the 
discussion of a question that has been 
before congress almost continuously 
for six years will be ended. 


The Beveridge beef inspection prop- 


osition was discussed by house com- 
mittee on agriculture tor six hours, 
it is understood the committee founa 
itself generally in favor of striking out 
of the Beveridge amendment the re- 
quirement that the labels on the cans 
containing prepared meat products 
shall bear the date of manufacture. 
The problem of federal jurisdiction to 
enforce sanitary regulations, on which 
the question of constitutionality was 
raised, has a tentative solution" at least 
n a proposition to have all labels for 
every kind of meat product, canned or 
otherwise, issued by the secretary of 


grlculture and attached to the prod- 
uct only after such sanitary regula- 
tions as the secretary shall prescribe 
lave been complied with and approval 
been given by government inspectors. 
These government labels are then to 
be the passport of the meat products 
Into interstate and foreign markets, 
and common carriers are forbidden to 
accept for shipment consignments of 
goods without official government la- 
jels. This provision, like all others, 
IB only in the tentative stage. 


In the senate Senator LaFollette 


made the statement that he had been 
informed that an assistant to the com- 
missioner to the Five Civilized tribes 
aad a'ssisted a legal firm m preparing 
the Indian roll, and had then passed 
upon the roll in his official capacity. 
Hft'-also said that a brother-in-law of 
the senator who had reported the leg- 
islation preparing a court system for 
Indian Territory had been appointed a 
member of the court thus created. 
These statements were niade by the 
Wisconsin senator in a speech in op- 
position to the conference report on 
the Indian appropriation bill. Tha 
report was accepted, however, is- 
gardless of the opposition of the other 
senators, the expression of which con- 
sumed the greater part of the session. 


The railroad rate bill will be sent to 


conference by the house. The com 
mittee on rules has been called to 
meet and a special rule returning the 
rate bill to conference without discus- 
sion in the house will be brought in. 
Under the rules there will be 40 min- 
utes' debate on the rule, but none is 
to be held on the conference report. 


House Proceedings. 


Washington, June 12.—After nearly 


four hours spent in the consideration 
of legislation affecting the interests ot 
the District of Columbia the house re- 
sumed consideration of the sundry 
civil appropriation bill. An amend- 
ment was adopted permitting the ap- 
pointment of retired officers of the 
corps of engincers.United States army 
as members of the international water- 
ways commission, as provided for in 
the river and harbor bill creating this 
commission. The house in committee 
of the whole refused to make an addi- 
tional appropriation for marking the 
places where American soldiers fel 
and were temporarily interred 
in

Forgery and Perjury Alleged Against 


Dr. W. G. Gillette and Forgery and 
the 
Filing

Against Robert A. Granms — Both 
Furnish Bail. 


New York, June 12. — Indictments 


for forgery and perjuiy against Dr. W. 
G. Gillette and for forgery and tiling 
false statements 
against Robert A. 


Granniss, both former vice presidents 
of the Mutual Life Insurance company, 
were returned by the special grand 
jury which has been investigating iu- 
surance affairs for the past six weeks. 
The indictments weie returned to Jus- 
tice Scott, in the criminal branch ot 
the supreme couit, when the jury 
went before him for dismissal, having 
endeS its labors. 


Six indictments were found against 


Dr. Gillette, five for forgery in the 
third degree and one lor perjury. Mr. 
Granniss was indicted for forgery and 
'or making false statements to the in- 
surance department, the latter being 


misdemeanor. 
Both defendants immediately sur- 


rendered themselves and were admit- 
ted to bail, Dr. Gillette in $10,000 and 
Mr. Granniss in $5,000, their cases foe- 
ng put over/until the first Monday in 
September. 
N 


The forgery indictments against Dr. 


Gillette are based upon alleged false 
entries in the books of the company, 
and the perjury charge giows out of 
testimony before the grand jury. The 
lorgery indictment against Gianniss is 
based upon alleged talse entries upon 
the annual report ot the Mutual tor 
1904 
to the insurance department. It 


is alleged that the sum of $1,044,058, 
the net profits of the company for 
1904, 
was not noted in that report but 


was concealed by Gianniss. The mis- 
demeanor charge of making false 
statements grows out of the filing of 
the alleged false report to the insur- 
ance department. 


The first indictment against Gillette 


recites that while vice president of 
the Mutual on May 4, 1904, he caused 
to be made in" the book of the company 
known as the blotter a false entry that 
$4,500 had been paid to the film of 
George McKibben & Son for advertis- 
ing, when as a nfatter of fact neither 
that sum. nor ariy other was paid to 
McKibben & Son. 'The second indict- 
ment charges that on the same date a 
fraudulent entiy of $20,601 for print- 
ing and stationery was made, when as 
a matter of fact only $12,701 was paid. 
The third indictment charges that on 
May 11, 1904, the defendant made a 
false entry in the cash book indicating 
the payment of $6,387 for advertising, 
when only $2,876 had been spent lor 
that purpose. The fourth Indictment 
charges that on May 4, 1904, the de- 
fendant caused to be entered in the 
blotter a fraudulent entry that the 
sum of $3,400 had been paid to C. E. 
Parsons for stationery and printing, 
when no sum had been so paid. The 
fifth indictment charges that on May 
11, 1904, a fraudulent entry was made 
in the blotter that $3,511 had been 
paid to George MoKibben & Son, when 
no sum at all had been paid. All five 
of the indictments charge forgery in 
the third degiee.

Dilloavale, O., June 12.— One hun- 


dred and forty of the striking miners at 
Bradley and Plum Run were served 
with notices of eviction by constables. 
The strikers have retained counsel and 
will light eviction in the courts. 


The failure of the Hanna Coal com- 


pany to induce the strikers to return 
to work has aroused the officials to re- 
newed vigor, and plans are now pro- 
gressing to start the mmes with non- 
union help. The officials claim that 
the attack of Sunday night, when 50 
shots were fired by strikers at the tip- 
ple house, intimidated the men who 
intended to work. Sheriff Vorhees was 
appealed to by the Hanna company for 
protection, the declaration being made 
that the lives of its.officials and those 


Granville, 0., June 12.—W. L. Irvine, 


bos? of the gang of men .engaged in 
building a third railway track west ot 
Outville, was instantly killed by a Pan- 
handle train Monday afternoon, west 
of Kirkendoff's crossing. 


Blr. Irvine stepped from one track 


to another to allow a train to pass 
and did not hear or see the Pennsyl- 
vania freight that was running in the 
opposite direction. 


The deceased was about forty years 


of age. 
He came originally trom 


South Carolina, but for the past six-, 
teen years has' been engaged in doing 
railway work at various points over 
the country. The body was brought 
to the undertaking establishment of J. 
M. Jones here and an effort is being 
made to learn the whereabouts of some 
of Mr. Irvine's relatives. It is probable 
that burial will take place in the Gran- 
ville cemetery.

Coroner Marriott was called to in- 


vestigate this case. 
Little is known 


of the man. Nothing was found on 
his person and as he received uu man 
there is little means of learning who 
and where his relatives are.

A Bo- 
hemian who attended the meeting 
tried to influence some of the men to 
return to work He was roughly han- 
dled and thrown into a water trough. 
After he gained consciousness he was 
given 30 minutes to leave town. 


Will Miners Desert? 


Denver, June 12.—A letter was read 


in the convention of the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners from coal miners of 
Ohio, offering to desert the United 
Mine Workers of America and enter 
the Western Federation in a body. 
The letter stated that at a mass meet- 
Ing held May 27 at Dillonvale, O.. it 
was decided to ask the Western Fed- 
eration to take them in. It was fur- 
ther stated that all the coal miners of 
Ohio and West Virginia were ready to 
make the change of allegiance. 
The 


proposition was submitted to a com- 
mittee.
